Tlic iicLictary of ihc btiulcnts' Society, Mr. G. H. FIctuIicr, 
yesterday afternoon issued the list of nominations for Studt-nls'

M.W.S.A.A. offices. Wiien entries closed nt 2:30 p.m., 'JU names 
had been gubmiltcd for the ]2 available positions; five of these 
were immediately filled by acclamation on receiving a single 
nomination. 

Elections for all positions* 
will take place on Thursday, 
March 2. T«o caiulidales will 
contest the Presidency of the 
Students' Society — Ralph A. 
Cohen of B.C.L. 1 and John >J. 
Cosligan of B.C.L. 2. This is the 
iccond consecutive year in 
which conjpctition for this posi- 
tion has been limited to two 
nominee;, in contract to the list 
of five who ran in 1942. 

For President o( the McGill 
Union, three names have been 
iubmittcd: Benjamin Albert o( B.A. 
3, Alex Glassmun ot B. Eng. 2, and 
Jack L. Pye.or B.C.L. 1. Dan C. 
Lortlc ot B.A. 2 has been elected 
by acclamation to the position ot 
Vice-President of the McGill Union. 
The Secretaryship of the McGill 
Union will be contested by Richard 
J. Balfour ot D. Eng. 2. Geoffrey H. 
Yorkc-Sladcr of B. Eng. 3, and 
Charles Wassermann of B.A. 3. 
George W. Frank of B. Com. 2 and 
D. Bruce Ward of Dent. 2 will run 
for the post of Representative to the 
Athletics Board. 

Three of Uie four executive posi- 
tions of the McGill Debating Union 
have been filled by acclamation: 
David Schwartzman ;o( B.A. 3 as 
President, Harry Krashlnsky of B. 
Eng. 3 as Vice-President, and 
Michael H. Bcaubrun of B. Sc. 1 as 
Treasurer. The otlicc of Secretary 
will be contested by Paul Casgrain 
o{ 'B.CXI 1 and Ursula Mllner- 
White ot B.A. 2. 

The Presidency ot the Women's 
Union will be decided between 
Dixie Andrews of B.A. 3 and May 
Ebbitt of B.A. 3. The Secretary ol 
the Women's Union, elected by ac- 
clamation, is Joyce Ault of B.A. 3. 
The Vice-Presidency of the Wo- 
men's Union is not open for elec- 
tion at this time, being held by 
Elizabeth Drayton until January of 
1045. The position ot president of 
the M.W.S.Â.A. will be contested 
by Margaret Allen ot B.A. 3,' 
Mcrclic Cayford of B.Sc. 3, and 
Scottie Watson of B.Sc.

Men may vote (or all positions 
except those of the Women's Union 
and M.W.S.A.A.; women may vote 
for all positions except those of the 
McGill Union. Elections will be 
held by secret ballot between 0:00 
a.m. and 2:00 p.m. on Thursday, 
March 2.

Speaking at Divinity Hall to a 
capacity audience, which included 
clergymen of all - denominations. 
Professor Cochrane of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto outlined the Chris- 
tian attitude to lite and history as 
expressed by St. Augustine in his 
"City of God." 

Professor Cochrane first outlined 
tiie conditions of the Roman Empire 
at the time ot the writing ot the 
masterpiece of the early church 
fathers, showing the need for the 
re-affirmation of Christian prin- 
ciples in the face of attacks by a 
disillusioned and decadent civiliza- 
tion. Inspired by the fall of Rome 
In 410 A.D., St. Aufiustinc s:tw it 
as the opportunity of asserting 
again to the world the faith and 
mission of Christianity, as contrast- 
ed to the fall of Rome (as he term- 
ed it) the "ne plus ultra" of the 
secular spirit. 

Professor Cochrane then traced 
the doctrine of original sin as cx- 
prcscd by St. Augustine from the 
creation and the fall of man 
through pride. History was seen 
then as the desire to overcome 
man's feeling of guilt for his sins 
and the desire for power was inter- 
preted as the longing for security 
in the face of a hostile world. 

The theme was csjcntiaily the 
same as that of his book "Christian- 
ity and Classical Culture," both de- 
bating the Creek and Roman attitude 
towards life and Man's problems as

Dr. Francei^ Alexander 

Dr. Frances Alexander will de 
liver her second lecture in the series 
on "Human Behaviour and Its Re 
lation to Industry" at Moyse Hall at 
8 p.m. on Wednesday night. Her 
subject will be "Personal Selection 
and Job Assignment." This lecture 
will be the sixth in the series. 

Dr. Alexander is a sessional lec- 
turer in the Department of Psych- 
ology, McGill University and shC is 
wcll-kriown as an industrial consul- 
tant. 



Long Speaks 
On Speech 
Transmission 

Addresses 
Students, CÂUC 
In Moyse Hall 

"Clear, well articulated speech 
is vital to wartime communica- 
tions and post-war business," 
stated Dr. G. L. Long to a cap- 
acity audience of students and 
the CAUC in Moyse Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. Dr. Long, who 
is the historian of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co., gave a lecture-de- 
monstration on Iho subject, 
"Your Voice As Others Hear 
It." 

The speaker described the neces- 
sity of proper speech communica- 
tion in all three services and the 
precautions which^re^ltmi^in 
order to insure corrcctfundSStand- 
ing of orders and {«directions. He 
went on to trace the development 
of the transmission of commands 
Irom the time of the misunderstood 
order which precipitated the 
charge of the Light Brigade to the 
"Tally-ho" which is heard over the 
skies of Europe today. "The disaster 
at Balaclava started the practice of 
written commands-as the only re- 
liable aripy communications. This 
practice lasted till the last war. 
Nowadays, however, the highly 
mobile formations, whether on land 
or sea or in the air, can be directed 
effectively only by the spoken 
word. The importance of clear 
speech, therefore, cannot be over- 
estimated," said Dr. Long. 

He then demonstrated the rela- 
tive effectiveness of the first tele- 
phone as made by Alexander Bell, 
enemy and allied telephonic equip- 
ment from the last war and pre- 
sent day types of transmitters and 
receivers. 

The speaker then continued in the 
analysis of the mechanics of speech. 
"We all have two basic elements of 
speech— vocal sounds- and breath 
sounds," he said. "Given these two 
sounds and enough intelligence to 
be able to talk, there is practically 
no limit to what one can do with 
his voice. The quality depends on 
the use he makes of the tongue, 
teeth, lips. Jaws and resonant cham- 
bers of the throat, mouth and nose." 
Mr. Long illustrated his point by

The Bloc Populaire Canadien can 
no longer be considered a mere dis- 
sident student organization, it now 
represents a definite threat to demo- 
cratic progress in this , country, 
stated Mr. Reg Wilson in introduc- 
ing the discussion on the Bloc at 
the Student Labor Club's study 
Rroup meeting last night. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Wilson, a well-known 
labor reporter for the Canadian 
Tribune, the Bloc now has the sup- 
port of many sinister and reaction- 
ary elements in this province as 
well as certain fascist-minded per- 
sons in other parts of Canada. 

Further, he pointed out the sim- 
ilarity ot the Bloc's corporatist 
philosophy to that of Mussolini in 
Italy, and Salazar in Portugal, and 
showed that support of their pro- 
gramme would merely, as it did in 
these two .countries, entrench in 
power reactionary elements, repre- 
senting monopolistic interests at tho

The following is the text o( 
the new regulations: 

The followlng^Is the text ot tha 
new regulations. 

1. Any male student of the age 
of 18 years or more, who is sub- 
ject to call under tho National- 
Selective Service Mobilization Reg* 
ulatiohs and who is enrolled in any 
of the following- degree courses in 
any Canadian University or coU 
lege, shall be considered to be pur« 
suing a course contributing to tha 
prosecution of the- war or In 
National interest: 
(a) Medicine.

New Regulations 

New changes in Selective Service Regu- 
lations just issued present a number of 
problems to the student mind. If Arts and 
non-applied Science students whose aggre- 
gate in the examinations places them in tlie 
upper half of their year arc to be consid- 
ered as essential students, and some stand- 
ard is to be set which will determine 
whether students in the courses listed jn 
the regulations as essential will remain in 
those courses, or be reported to X.S.S. as 
unsatisfactory; why is such an issue made 
of the distinction between the two types 
of courses? 

Another aspect of the regulations is 
open to challenge in that by the list ap- 
pearing in the first section Commerce is 
mado an essential course and given the 
advantages resulting therefrom while lib- 
eral Arts students and some Science stu- 
dents arc omitted from the list. Thus it is 
assumed thai a Commerce degree in some 
way qualifies a man as "technical per- 
sonnel" although students in some science 
courses are not so qualified. The logic be- 
hind this decision is not at all obvious. 
What is the "special" contribution of 
Commerce? Why, are prospective business- 
men more nccèssaiy^ 
than students of History, Sociology, and 
Economics in the Arts Faculty? This 
point seems to require some clarification if 
we arc to understand the criteria adopted 
by the government in their estimation of 
comparative values. , 

The regulation which provides that a 
student in tlie courses not included in the 
list shall be considered essential "PRO- 
VIDED THAT," in the regular session of 
1943-1944, he is in the UPPER HALF OF 
ALL THE STUDEITS enrolled in the 
same academic year of his course AS DE- 
TERMINED BY THE FINAL EXAI^I- 
. INATIONS FOR THE SESSION," ap- 
pears to be an eminently unfair method of 
determining which students shall remain 
and which shall leave. It is obvious that 
in classes where the average is high, stu- 
dents will be forced to leave whose stand- 
ard is actually higher than some who will 
be allowed to remain because they arc in 
a year where the general average is lower. 

Moreover, this regulation is likely to 
cause unrest because the main effort will 
no longer be to obtain a high standard but 
to obtain a higher standard than 50 per 
cent, of one's classmates. The atmosphere 
of conipetition can only too easily become 
unhealthy, when men arc striving for one 
thing only, scrambling for a place in the 
coveted upper half. 

A better solution to the problem would 
be simply to raise the pass-mark. This 
seems preferable to the wholesale elimina- 
tion' of 50 per cent, each year. It is vir-

Musk Notes 



On Monday evening at His Majesty's 
Theatre, under the auspices of Mr. Pierre 
Bcitiuo of Les Concerts Symphonlqucs, the 
.Metropolitnn'i Bra::ilian ioprano Bidu Sayao 
treated a large audiciu-i" to an evening of 
polished and dclijiiiiriil ;i,.r;ir..!;. In well-varied 
groups of French, Engliih, and Brazilian songs 
interspersed with operatic arias .she "demon- 
strated an engaging and expressive ttyle, a 
remarkably smooth and finely controlled tone, 
and n very effective acting ability which con- 
sistently augmented her vocal impresjiveness. 

This last-mentioned attribute war mainly 
repsonslble for the fact that Miss Sayao's opera- 
tic selections were the outstanding. Items of her 
ovcning'5 repertoire. Thnuch she is not a bril- 
liant coloratura in the Donizetti tradition, yet 
her vocal control and ricli nnclodle sense gave 
these arias a charm and spirit which she com- 
bined into an appealing and very credible 
humanity. "Una voce poco fa," from Rossini's 
"Barber of 'Seville." and "Caro nome" from 
Verdi's •'nisolctlo, " v.crL- done with excellent 
vocal flourii-h ai:d a dctjikcl understanding of 
charncterizaiioii. And ihe Gavotte from 
"Manon," willi its utterly charming refrain 
("Car nous n'avons toujours vingt ans^ i . ."), 
was one of the gems of .the entire récita!. 

Among the French offerings, "La Fontaine 
de Caraouct" was jîcriiapd ti-.e br.^t, sung with 
emotion and smooth tonal (juality, and ending 
witli an incredible pianissimo sostenuto which 
had the audience gasping for breath before it 
did Miss Sayao. "A des Oiseaux" was energeti- 
cally and neatly done; "Lo Nelumbo" was un- 
even and seemed to miss its intent except for 
a very moving tenderness; "Le I'apillon" and 
the familiar "Clicre Nuit" .showed, better per- 
forniability than true vocal excellence, yet 
were carried off with undeniable effect.^ 

The group In English was the least Impres- 
sive of the evening. "Strc-sa," by Winter Watts, 
was expressive but not ;il',v,iy.<- .smooth; ■ Tiiink 
on i\Ic," by Alicia .Scott. 'A.-k | iv:ty and appcil- 
ing. Two parodies on nursery-rhymes by 'Her- 
bert Hughes, though nicely sung, seemed some- 
how to pose a question and then proceed to 
beg it. Hayden's "My Mother bids me bind my 
hair" lacked the touch of classical prccisenoss 
with which the music is. traditionally identi- 
fied. 

Indeed, Miss Sayao was most at home In 
her native Brazilian moods and tempos, being 
delightfully effective with the dra.iiatie "Polo," 
Villrf-Lobbs'' "Saudadcs de Minhii Vida." and 
t)ie dashing, toiiguc-twilting ".Macinha bem 
Feitlnha" whicli .lean Berger dedicated to her. 
Best of all, liowevcr. was (he moving, senti- 
mental "La iMi Sola L'auréola," done with ex- 
treme delicacy and sensitive taste.^ 

Miss Sayao was generous with her encores, 
offering no less than eight in the course of the 
evening. They ranj^cd Ironi a mistreated 
Chopin Etude to tlic ilc\ci- and iiij)crbly acted 
"Chaiiioii do Marie Aiitoinotlo"; best of them 
all, and indeed best of' the entire program, was

Sheaf Scribe Tells 
Of Olympic History 



Saskatoon, Feb. 4.— (C.U.P.)— The 
Ancient Olympic games were re- 
vived In their modern form in 189B 
when in the first games held in 
Athens 12 countries were repre- 
Bcnted. This figure ro£c to 52 in the 
eleventh Olympic games held in 
Berlin In 1930. The games were re- 
vived in order... "to establish a 
friendly contact between the great 
nations. Races shall be held every 
four years, based on the ancient 
Hellenic Olympic principles, to 
which all nations shall be invited." 
(Motion made by the French CoU' 
bertin to the International Olympic 
Committee in 181>4.) 

It was in the third Olympic 
Game held in St.- Louis that Cana- 
dians made their first appearance. 
They have, never missed a game 
since. With a total of 22 Olympic 
championships, Canada is placed 
12th in the rank of nations. 

The modern Olympic Games are 
to serve tiic friendship between the 
nations of the world. 11 was with 
this purpose^hat they were created. 
Yet in the eleventh Olympic Games 
in 1920, the first ones to be held 
after World War I, the defeated 
nations were not permitted to 
attend. 

The ancient Greeks held their 
games every four years.

Writer Bemoans Fate of National Sport 
With Advent of New Streamlined Rules 



The sagas of hockey as played 
years ago linger on, but the hockey 
greats of yester-year no longer don 
their skates to participate in the 
game they made famous. Their days 
have passed and the game they 
played ' has passed. Passed or 
should we say* mutilated beyond 
recognition. By slow degrees it has 
been hackled and rehashed, and to 
what avail. For purely commercial 
reasons. Professional hockey has 
practically remodelled the .whole 
set of rules during the last 15 years, 
with but one idea. Profit and more 
profit. To make the game more re- 
ceptive to new and ignorant audi- 
ccnces, rules were changed and 
modified. It is not just to blame 
the American fans for the changes. 
When the game was first introduced 
to the States American audiences 
did not understand hockey. 

For those who had spent money 
to introduce the game there were 
two alternatives. Take the cliance 
of losing a little money, at first, 
until the fans became enthusiastic 
and would come to witness the 
game; or change the rules to give 
the game more box-office appeal. 
They took the easiest way out. They 
changed the rules and the Ameri- 
cans never had,^jbe^ance;,,to ap- 
preciate or unda8tand>'''real hoc- 
key," as it was conceived— the game

that became Canada's Nations] 
Sport. 

Unluckily and unwisely the ama- 
teur leagues adopted the changed 
rules < of the National Hockey 
League. Not only, senior amateur 
leagues but all hockeyists' played 
under the new rules. Youngsters 
were learning (and slill are) their 
hockey under the same code that 
the professionals played. The re- 
sults of this system are now man- 
ifesting themselves, and they are 
not pleasing to see. 

The changing of the rules was 
for one purpose and one purpose 
alone. To make the game more 
appealing, so that more money 
wotild roll Into someone's pocket.. 
That in itself was not entirely det- 
rimental to hockey. But when the 
kids had to learn their hockey un- 
der these new rules, a now type 
of hockey player began to rise. The 
professional rules or as all the 
hockey rules now stand, prevent 
player of the type of the old days. 

Good stick-handling Is now a 
thing of the past. It took a num- 
ber of years before the change was 
noticeable. Today it is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule to sec a 
good stick-handler graduate to son- 
lor ranks. Good stick-handling 
ability is not now a pre-requlsite of 
a good hockey player. Constant 
forward passing has eliminated the 
necessity of having to take the puck 
) - 



past each man on the ' opposing 
team. And the power play nearly 
eliminates the necessity of passing 
opposing players. 

A forward who can now consis- 
tently poke the puck away from' 
an onrushing opponent, without 
first heaving his body at him, is 
.lot seen. This beautiful execution 
of the sweepcheck is a thing of the 
past. The method now used to get 
the puck is not by trickery but by 
force." 

The plays and Individual charac- 
teristics of any player are now of 
a definite type. A type that lacks 
.skill and trickincss. . Players like 
Aurel Jollat and the lato Howie 
Morcnz will never again appear, 
when kids have to learn their 
hockey under the present standards' 

Some have wondered how so 
many Americans are now -able to 
compete in the . National Hockèy 
League. It' seems natural when 
looked upon in the light- of the 
changed rules. They were not able 
to do so before, because- they we«e 
not "hockey" players. They are 
able to do so now l>ecause they do 
not have to compete against rising 
"hockey" players. The rules have 
given them equality. All they have 
to learn now Is to skate, carry a 
puck on their stick and be able to 
throw their weight ' around. The 
athletic ability to achieve t^ese re- 
sults is common enough. ^

means of the artificial , larynx,

Alter describing the precautions 
taken by the telephone company to 
ensure good transmission, Mr. Long 
showed how the user of a tele- 
phone can distort his own voice by 
not holding the telephone trans- 
mitter close to his lips. "Talking 
with it under his chin or near his 
nose, the telephone user eliminates 
much of the tone which gives mean- 
ing to the words;** To Illustrate the 
Importance of tone, ho asked, "What 
person hasn't said 'It wasn't so 
much what he said; it was the 
nasty way he said it that made 
me mad'7" 

Dr. Long finished hLi lecture by 
a demonstration of the Mirrophone, 
which is a recording instrument 
used in the training of service per- 
sonnel and telephone employees. In 
describing the working principles 
of the mirrophone, he showed by 
several experiments the relative 
permeabilities of various ' magnetic 
alloys. At the end of the meeting, 
many of those present were able to 
make a recording and to listen to 
their own voice. 

The speaker was introduced by 
the Principal, Dr; F. C, James, who 
made a recording on the Mirro- 
phone as an introduction to the 
meeting. The lecture was arranged 
by the Electrical Club, under the 
auspices of the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society.
